Have Been Very Favora- 
ble to Them. 


Baton Rouge, La. March 29.—The cot- 
ton boll weevil will be unusually numer- 
ous and destructive this year, accordingt 
© a report by Dr. W. D. Hunter, in 
of the boll weevil investigation 

Itnited States department of 
agriculture, He says: ’ 

“The conditions throughout the past 
winter have been unusually favorable for 
fhe hibernation of the boll weevi:. The 
two critical conditions for successful hi- 
bernation, temperature and dryness, have 
been as favorable as they will probably 
ever bea 

“The mild winter and spring is having 
the effect of causing unusual emergence 
from hibernation, Last season at Dallas 
and Keachie, La., the earliest weevils ap- 
peared on March 21]. This season emer- 
gence began fully thirty days prior to 
that date, 

“The conditions indicate clear'y that 
weevils will be unusually abundant in the 
cotton fields this season, and that great 
damage is to be expected. Some condi- 
tions that may occur will have the effect 
of counteracting the natural result from 
the present conditions. For instance dry 
weather during June and July, after the 
cotton plants are well started, wil] serve 
to check the insect.’’

Mayor Joyner thinks the city council 
should take immediate steps toward sée- 
curing cheaper contracts for street -ights 
next year. He says that the North Geor- 
gia Electric Company should be urged 
to come into the city with its wires &% = 
soon as possible so the city can have 
plenty of time to get ready for a zenewal 
of the Nght ¢ontract which expires the 
last day of. next March, 

The new company promises, when sé- 
curing a franchise, to charge the city 
not more than $65 a year for arc ligats - 
and not more tham $28 a year for incane 
descent lights, The Georgia Ratlway and 
Electric Company, which has had the 
lighting of the city for four years under 
a five-year contract, charged $75 a year 
for arc and $33.75 a year for incandescent 
lights. : ) 

It will be seen by these figures that 
the city could save over $12,000, as {ft 
uses over 1,000 are and 497 incandescent 


lights.

Fourth Assistant Postmaster General] 


DeGraw has rendered a decision insisting 


upon adherence to the regulations re- 
quiring that boxes On Tural mail routes 
Should be erected by the roadside so that 
carriers can get easy access to them 
without ddismounting from their vehicles. 
Not only are boxes to be erected by those 
who expect to patronize these routes, but 


will be issued abolishing the route. leav- 
ing the people to get their mail the best 
they can by sending to the nearest post- 
office. 

Not Forced—If Not Wanted, 

The policy of the- department will be 
that where the country people want a 
daily mail service. they will be given it, 
but it will not be forced upon communi- 
ties that do not want It. Where a daily 
mail service {gs patronized it wil] be con- 
tinued, but if the peopld do not manifest 
an interest In such a service, {t will be 
changed to a tri;weekly or even to a 
weekly service, and if not patronized, 
the delivery service will be dropped alto- 
gether, forcing recourse to the nearest 
postoffice AO which patrons will have to 
send for their mall.
